Washington, Sept. 28—A report from St. Petersburg, said to have been made 


on authority of a member 'of the Russian naval staff, that, owing to the hos- 
tile attitude of the Chinese fleet at Shanghai, Russia proposes to blockade the 
Chinese "Naval ports," has created much interest at the navy department 
and government circles genterally today. 


As there is no statement to the effect it will be preceded by a declaration 


of war, it is assumed the blockade proposed comes under the designation in 
international law of "Pacific blockade." 


The Pacific blockade Is considered something of an anlomaly and though its 


Justification is not recognized by some writers on International law it has been 
resorted to on several occasions during the past century and the majority of 
writers now recognSze it as a mere constraint short of war. 


It has been instituted some times by joint action 'of the several powers and 


sometimes of the assignment of a power, in some cases against all vessels 
and in other cases against only vessels of the nation! concerned. 


The penalties generally have been seizure and Confiscation of the property 


and cargo of the offending nation or seizure and detention. 


The legal position of the Pacific blockade, however, is BO unsettled as to 


the attitude of the blockaders towards vessels of states not concerned, that 
ine course has varied almost in every instance.

foes on t» say that "on the important 
Question* of finance, of domestic ad- 
mmlatratfon and of reform in our meth- 
ods of taxation, the platform of tha 
People's party fires no uncertain sound. 
It ia no less emphatic in (ts demand 
for a return to the policy of honest and 
economical expenditures of the publlo 
money.

Washington, Sept. 28.—The wave of In- 


dustrial prosperity in Europe, which haa 
steadily risen sJ.tee 1S95, says Acting 
Consul General Hanauer, at Frankfort, 
in a report to the state department, haa 
taken a turn, and has begun to recede. 
"All the signs," he says, "point tuW«.rdi 
crisis in industrial and financial lines 
Which may occur before two years hava 
passed. 
Any political disturbance of 


note may bring on the crisis suddenly 
and without warning. 
Coal mining is 


etill booming, a.3 the supply Is not equal 
to the demand. 
The iron and steel 


works, Including the manufacture of 
many lines of machinery and ateel plates 
for warships, have orders which will 
take some months to fill, but factories 
making a mall iron wire nails, needles, bi< 
cycles, sewing machines, etc., are cur- 
tailing production and reducing work- 
ing forces and wage saalcs. 


"There are doubts if the immensely 


capitalized electrical works of Germany 
and other countries can keep fully em- 
ployed after the present contracts ars 
filled. This line of industry, which in 
Germany alone represents an invest- 
ment of nearly $300,000,000, has bean 
flargely instrumental in creating the 
present boom. 


"Failures have begun already in th« 


building trade, which in the large cities 
has been of a speculative nature-, and 
rested mainly on borrowed capital. 
Rents for business houses and dwellings 
have advanced, but will topple upon the 
first beginning of a business crisis. 


"Tha German papers speak in alarm- 


ing tones of the sad position of th* tex- 
tile industries, where stoppages of fac- 
tories are the order ot the dayr Lata 
statistics of the Gera district show 6022 
looms idle, out of a total of 11,829. The 
weavers still employed there earn but 
8 to 10 marks ($1.94 to $2.38) per week. 
Fuel and provisions have greatly ad- 
vanced in price and the poor operatives 
must pay government tax and school 
rate beside. Shares of Industrial com- 
panies have already commenced to de- 
cline."

It Is the belief of the state department 


that the actual transmission of the In- 
structions will b* carried out very soon, 
probably in tha neit 12 hours. It is said 
that the t^xt of the InBtructlona will not 
be made public at present, for diplomatic 
reasons, but there is ao eone«alment of 
the general scope of the document, which 
Is on the lines laid down la the three 
notes. 
In thla connection, it Is said at 


the state department that Mr. Conger 
Will put these negotiations In motion, 
without any purpose of acting for any 
government other thaja the United 
States, although the government steadily 
keeps in. mind that the United States is 
but one of several nations mutually In- 
terested In obtaining a common end, and 
It is hopud that the effect of itr. Conger's 
making a beginning toward negotiations 
may be to induce other powers to fol- 
low. 
At the same time the government 


has never assumed to lay down any 
mandate as to the course to be followed 
by all or any of the other powers. 


It Is believed that the state depart- 


ment already has taken steps through 
Minister Wu to impress upon the Chi- 
nese government the undesirabllity ot 
the appointment of Prince Tuan as grand 
secretary and the painful impression 
this appointment has created throughout 
this country. The effect of his appoint- 
ment, if persisted In, it is said, might be 
to retard seriously the final negotiations, 
or, In fact, any negotiations at all. 


The government feels that It is much 


reinforced in Its present position by 
the note from Li Hung Chang, In which 
he gave positive assurances to the United 
States that he, had sufficient authority 
to protect all American interests, and 
would see that this authority was ex- 
ercised. 
The government now looks 


upon this assurance as a guarantea 
which must be faithfully performed aa 
a condition precedent to even the estab- 
lishment of relations with Li Hung 
Chang and Prince Chlng. 
If the ap- 


pointment of Tuan promises In any man- 
ner to obstruct the performance of this 
pledge, then it would be clearly vlolatlv* [ 
of the guarantee laid down, and would 
warrant the immediate withdrawal of 
Mr. Conger from further relations with 
the Chinese envoys. So It appears that 
much more depends upon what Tuan 
does than upon what he has done.

They also continue to blame 
the United States for the recently re- 
vived Chinese obduracy and the renewed 
evidences that the Chinese intend to re- 
sume hostilities on a large plan. 


"Valuable HattTwcrtptB For Yale. 
The valuable collection of Arabic 


manuscripts made by Count Landberg 
has been presented to Yale university 
by Morris K. Jesup of New York. 
Count Landberg is the distinguished 
Swedish collector and traveler whose 
library of Swedish literature was pur- 
chased last year by Harvard universi- 
ty. 
The Arabic collection, which Is 


expected to arrive In this country with- 
in a month, consists of about 800 man- 
uscripts. Four-fifths of these are rare, 
and more than 200 are without dupli- 
cates. They cover the whole ranga of 
Arabic history and literature, and 
many of them date back to the twelfth 
and thirteenth centuries. Law, philoso- 
phy, poetry and theology are particu- 
larly well represented. The collection 
was purchased at a cost of about $20,-

Vkera Are Thirty Factories Doing It 


In TfcU Country. 


"The extent to which bunting Is used 


In this country may be realized when it 
is known that some 7,000,000 yards, or 
enough of the material to make between 
6,000,000 and 10,000,000 flags ol one kind 
and another, were sold throughout tha 
TJnited States last year," said a whole- 
sale dealer in bunting in New fork to the 
writer recently. 
"Bunting in use for 


flag making is of two kinds, the woolen 
bunting, which is the finest variety, and 
the cotton goods, which are .the cheapest, 
less durable and less ornamental. Tha 
fabric cornea In rolls qsually of 40 yards, 
and it is worth from $1.50 to $8 per yard, 
according to the quality. 


"The most expensive bunting, such as 
is used by tbe United States government 
for the manufacture of naval flags, is 
composed entirely of wool of the finest 
quality. The fabric is absolutely free 
from imperfections and weighs just 5% 
pounds, avoirdupois, per piece of 40 yards 
of 10 inches width. The yard Is evenly 
spun, and the warp and filling contain not 
less than 34 threads to the inch. The 
colors must be as 'fast* as possible and 
not liable to be seriously affected by b^ng 
soaked continuously for 24 hours in 
fresh water and then thoroughly washed 
in water with which is combined a good 
grade of laundry soap. 


"Only about one half of the bnnting 
sold in this country is used for making 
flags such as the stars and stripes. The 
ether half is used in the manufacture of 
small railroad, steamship and naval sig- 
nal flags. Other flags in general use are 
for yachts, for ate by •ontraetora, rail- 
road builders, auctioneers a^d social so- 
cieties. In flsgmaklng tbe only work that 
is done by hand is tbe cutting, which is 
performed by a man with a «hnrr> knife. 
The sewing, stitching and hemming are 
done on machines by girls and women, 
who make the most skniful and careful 
operators. 
"There are 30 flag factaries in the Unit- 


ed States. These concerns have an in- 
Tested capital of $1,200,000 and pay in 
wages nearly $400,000 annually. The 
majority of the flag factories are situat- 
ed in New York state. The others are 
located in Massachusetts, Louisiana and 
South Carolina."—Washington Star. 


I Machinery Which Makes Br»«« Wire 


its Fine an Cobweb*. 


One of the latest and most wonderful 


developments in brass making is the use 
of the diamond die, by means of -which 
ingot brass is today drawn dowa to wire 
of the fineness of nine-tenths of a thou- 
sandth pert of an inch. Steel may also 
be drawn nearly as fine, and the two 
products when completed are as fine and 
soft as the threads of a cobweb and are 
as wavy and glossy as human hair. 


The brass hair is of a beautiful auburn 


color, while the steel is of an iron gray. 
This wire is about as strong as a human 
hair and is of value for mechanical pur- 
poses, being in great demand by makera 
of electrical apparatus. 
Never before 


was so fine wire drawn. 
Until recent 


years wire was drawn through, steel dies. 
The development of the diamond die to 
its present stage of perfection has ren- 
dered possible the production of much 
finer wire. In fact, the size of the wire 
now possible is limited only by its ability 
to hold together as it comes through the 
die. 


The diamond die is made of a flake dia- 


mond looking not unlike a bit of isinglass. 
The hole through which the wire is 
drawn is drilled through the diamond, 
and the stone is then stuck on a stetl slab 
with glue directly over a hole in the slab 
which is a .trifle larger than that in the 
diamond. The wire to be drawn is then 
led through the diamond so that the stone 
bears steadily against the slab. 
This 


keeps tbe diamond in position. 


The brass ingots from which the cob- 


webby wire is made are four inches 
Bquare and long enough to weigh abont 
180 pounds. One of these will make miles 
of the cobweb wire. It is first put throngh 
a set of steel dies, gradually decreasing 
in diameter, until it comes out in the 
shape of the wire of the fineness seen in 
the ordinary trades. 
Then it is put 


through a set of eight diamond dies, the_ 
diameter of the last being the infinitesi- 
mal part of an inch indicated above. 


Another curious thing in this brass 


making connU-y is the development ot hy- 
draulic rolls which are so scientifically 
adjusted tha%* copper cent may be rolled 
out under rfiem to the size of an enor- 
mous platter and to thinness that 
tiiuouuu, io u-iiSp-ircscr, s« that a news- 
paper may b« read through the metal. 
The operation has to be conducted with 
great care.—Exchange.

corded them, and they are testified to 
by Rev. Henry W. Godwin, Congre- 
gational minister. "He tc.U m^," cays 
Mr. Batts, "that he had that morning 
advised the Transvaal government, if 
they would commend themselves in the 
e>es of the \\orld, and obtain the sym- 
pathies of European nation?, that they 
should at once M'ire Lord Roberts to 
this effect: 'Now that thf Free State 
is conquered and we are quite unable 
to resist alone the migh; of England, 
in the interests of humanity and to 
prevent further bloodshed, we will sur- 
render.' 


"Instead of doing this," said Mr. 


Davitt, they have sent a message of a. 
threatening character, 
telling Lord 


Roberts that they -will blow up the 
mines or destroy Johannesburg' if some 
terms are not made. What the terms 
are they do not state, and they do not 
really mean to carry out the threat. 
Their whole action will cover them 
with ignominy and contempt before 
the civilized world. They purpose pro- 
longing the business Tvrchout senouslv 
meaning to fight, for the one object of 
heaping up the bars of gold they are 
taking from tlTe mines and of accum- 
ulating and hoarding them in obed- 
ience to the dictation of that old man, 
Paul Kruger." 


"That old man Paui JCruger," con- 


tinued Mr. E>avitt, "is engaged in a 
sort of spiritualistic seance business, 
with some blind boy predicting events 
that are to happen on certain days. I 
fame out here at my own expense; It 
has cost me £300. I was full of enthu- 
siasm, for these people. They know 
me, they know my feelings, but they 
have never trusted me. Today they 
refused to give me any information 
as to the situation for my papers; and 
I go away broken and sick at heart. I 
am thoroughly disillusioned. For me 
to remain in th5s atmosphere is no 
longer possible. I canuot endure it. 
They ask ae: 'Why go away so soon, 
things are not so bad as you think.' 
'TVnat,' said I, '-when 10,000 me nretire, 
ns» at Kronostad and saw theiretaoin 
as at Kroonstad, and practically run 
away without firing a shot!' I went 
down to Kroonstad and saw their po- 
sitions. 
They were excellent. 
The 


Boers thoroughly deceived me. They 
assured me that they would dispute 
every inch of ground, and -would sell 
their liberties with, their lives. What 
happened you know. All along the line 
I have been refused their confidence, 
and have been thoroughly deceived. 
I wrote to my papers this rubbish 
about the grand stand that was to be 
made at Kroonstad—speaking through 
them to Europe. I wou'd give £100 
to withdraw what I have written. I 
go away today, but do not know that 
I can get a British passport from Dela- 
goa bay." 


"But interposed Mr. Batts, "there 


are other English journalists here be- 
sides yourself." 
"Yes," replied Mr. 


Davitt, "but I am journalist plus poli- 
tician. There Is a 
difference." 
A 


French baron came up at this moment. 
"He has," said Mr. Davitt, "fought 
through the war. He has given ur> 
everything for their cause. Now he is 
going away a pauper, utterly neglect- 
ed, without money enough to pay his 
fare."

20,000 people make until he baa keen 
that number clocely assembled, at waa 
the case at the feast given by Presi- 
dent Loubet In the garden of the Tul- 
leries to the mayors of the municipali- 
ties of France In honor of the exposi- 
tion, soys the special correspondent of 
the New York World. 


The exact number of guests served, 


counting oil officials ana newspaper 
men, was 23,440. 


There were about 1,500 head waiters, 


each commanding some 18 men. In- 
cluding the waiters, the wine servers, 
the dishwashers and the Ice cream 
men, 
the total nnmber of employees 


on the caterer's pay roll, Including the 
wagon drivers, the cooks, the silver 
caretakers and the detectives, amount- 
ed to exactly 24,080. 


The fact that there was more than 


one man to each guest will be easily 
understood when it 19 explained that 
everything bad to be taken to the 
Tuileries garden for Just one meal. 


Nothing was cooked on the spot. 


Everything arrived in Its dish rea'dy to 
be placed upon the table. Even the 
Ice cream came portioned out In dainty 
paper molds. In these It was frozen 
on the grounds by 12 refrigerating ma- 
chines that started operations when 
lunch began, 


The service waa admirably organized 


by the experts Potel & Chabot, the lar- 
gest catering firm in France. 


Although everybody felt nervous test 


the banquet should be marred by con- 
fusion and disorder, everything Boon 
went without a hitch. 


The system adopted was Ingenious, 


but simple. 
Under long, lofty and 


tastefully decorated tents supported by 
light iron structures about five miles 
of tables had been arranged in six par- 
allel rows. Between the ends of the 
tables were passages for service. 


Alongside each dining tent, and of 


exactly the same length, there was an- 
other simpler tent, which constituted 
the pantry. Eunnlng through the mid- 
dle of these pantries stood ahelf work 
six shelves high. Upon each shelf one 
course was arranged ready In dishes, 
with plates, knives, forks and the re- 
maining essentials necessary for serv- 
ing it. 


The top shelf, for instance, showed 


an uninterrupted line of salad dishes 
as for as the eye could see. On the 
lower shelf roast fowls, garlanded with 
colored jellies, stood side by side, ex- 
tending for nearly a mile in length. 


As this shelf arrangement was parti- 


tioned off by squads of men, when the 
electric signals came to change the 
plates and serve the next course each 
head waiter dispatched three of his 18 
men to each of the six tables directly 
opposite bis shelf section with dishes 
and the accompanying wines. The soil- 
ed plates were handed to the helpers, 
Who piled them up on the counters, no 
attempt being made at dishwashing. 


The coffee making In one great brass 


um by sections and the cream freezing 
and the wine opening were the only op- 
erations that were performed upon the 
grounds. 


Besides serving what had been 


brought prepared, the strictest precau- 
tions had been taken against any part 
of the service being slurred or any 
single guest being neglected. The wait- 
ers had been hired upon the distinct 
understanding that they could be dis- 
charged on the spot without appeal 
and without pay upon the least sign of 
misbehavior or incapacity. 


There was a reserve of 800 strong, 


chosen from among the most capable 
waiters of Paris that stood In small 
squads ready to replace the employees 
thus summarily dismissed or to assist 
wherever needed. 


Perhaps the most wonderful feature 


about the undertaking is that the suc- 
cess of the most colossal banquet ever 
given Is sololy clue to one young wom- 
an— Mine. Potel, tlie daughter of the 
principal partner in the catering firm. 
She is ~2G years old. tall, very pretty 
and extremely stylish. 
She is very 


wealthy, has been .well educated and 
moves in the most refined circles. 


Mme. Potel, an energetic business 


woman to her finger tips, has taken an 
active part in the management of her 
father's large concern ever since sha 
left school. The unanimous verdict of 
the eight partners is that she Is a pre- 
cious superintendent

JAMES RENFREW DEAD 


Prominent Adams Man Dies Suddenly 


This Morning of Heart Disease 


The people of Adams were shocked 


and saddened this morning by 
the 


death of James Renfrew, one of the 
prominent and esteemed citizens of 
that town arid Berkshire 
county. 


Death came without warning and as 
the news spread through the town ex- 
pressions of Sorrow and of syn.pathy 
with the dead man's family were heard 
on every side. At first the report could 
hardly be believed, as he was about 
his business as usual yesterday, and 
was seen by some people in the village 
this morning. 


Mr. Rentfrew arose and dressed him- 


self this morning as usual, and he was 
preparing to leave for a vacation. He 
had made all arrangements for a trip 
to the Maine woods, his trunks and 
baggage having been, sent Thursday. 
Lc-st he should be late in catching the 
train this mornSng he went down to 
the village to hurry his coachman. The 
latter was around and Mr. Renfrew 
hurried back home. It Is quite a walk 
from Mr. Renfrew's home at "Bonnie 
Brae" 'on East street to the village, 
and there is quite a sharp grade to be 
ascended, returning home. When he 
reached the house he was short of 
breath and complained of a. palni in 
the chest, which he said extended to 
his back. The assistance of a doctor 
was advised, but he did not feel the 
need of this, and said he would soon 
be all right. A dizziness overcame him 
and he lay down on a couch. He look- 
od very ill and a doctor was summoned. 
The doctor it-sponded quickly, but In a, 
few seconOs after his larrival, Mr. Ren- 
frew passed away. He died -about 6.20 
o'clock. Death was clearly due to 
heart disease. 


Mr. Renfrew was born August, 18, 


1840, 
near Barr Head, Renfrewshire, 


Scotland, and was the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. James 
Renfrew, well 
known 


Scottish people. With hla parents he 
came to Adams in 1849 and the family 
lived on what is knownl as Pollock's 
ground on Columbia street, north of 
the present Broadley mill. 
He re- 


ceived his early education In the public 
schools of Adams, and also attended an 
academy near Troy, N. T. 


After completing his academic course 


he returned to Adams and shortly af- 
ter went to Pittsfield. where he was 
bookkeeper inl the office of the Taconic 
mills company. While In Pittsfteld in 
1862, 
he married Misa Jane H-aworth, 


daughter of Lawrence and Betty Ha- 
worth of that city. It was about 18S4 
that Mr. Renfrew returned to Adams 
and took charge of the dye house at 
the Broadley mill then owned by Wil- 
liam Pollock. He was later 
made 


superintendtnt of the mill and 
ad- 


mitted as a member of the firm. 


After Mr. Pollock's death Mr. Rent- 


frew and James C. Chalmers formed 
the Renfrew manufacturing c'ornpany. 
This- was in 1867, and Mr. Renfrew wag 
placed in full charge of the manage- 
ment. The company took his name. 
He was first appointed -agent and mant- 
ager, and later agent and treasurer, 
which position he held to the time of 
his death. 


It may truly be said that it was ow- 


ing to Mr. Renfrew's ability and great 
activity that the Renfrew manufactur- 
ing company grew rapidly, until now It 
has the Renfrew gingham mill at Ren- 
frew, the Broadley warp mill »n Co- 
lumbia street, the Jacquard mill off 
Commercial street, the stone mill at 
Maple grove, the dye "house on Dean 
street, all in Adams and a mill in Dai- 
ton, and is one of the greatest gingham 
manufacturing concerns In the state. 


Mr. Ituimrew was a. UiuJ« &£ grc-a.1 In- 


tellectual capaciiy and strong physique. 
He was ever attentive to business. 
Above all, he was a man of Ideal 
character, whole-souled, exceedingly 
generous and open-hearted. His long 
residence In the town made him known 
to nearly every resident, and ha al- 
ways greeted them most cordially,when 
and -wherever he met them. There wa* 
nothing pompous about him, He waj 
always for the right, and would atand 
staunchly for It 


While Mr. Renfrew never looked for 


political honor he was a staunch re- 
publican and rendered great old to his 
party. He took a keen inltereat in town 
affairs and was always consulted on 
important question*. He -WM at one 
time a member of the republican state 
committee. Had he d»slr*d political 
honors In his town ha could easily hav« 
won them, for all of hi* employes were 
his firm frlendu, and thsy would have 
\:f< H kl.nl o.r .in opportunity to .sTiow 
UMtr appreciation. Mr. R«nfr»w 


not only respected by the townspeople 
but he had a warm place in their hearts 
and was loved by them all.

The old Renfrew baseball ground was 


a gift of the Renfrew manufacturing 
company. 
The present Renfrew ball 


team also takes its name from him. 
That part of Adams known as Ren- 
frew, anH the Kcnfrew depot on the 
Boston and Albany branch, also take 
their names from James Renfrew. 


Besides being agent and treasurer of 


the Renfrew manufacturing company, 
Mr. Renfrew was president of the First 
national bank of Adams and a trustee 
of the South Adams 
savings 
bank. 


He was president of the Holyoke warp 
company, and only a few days ago ho 
was m-ade a director of the Fltchburg 
division of the Boston & Maine rail- 
road. 


As has been said regarding successful 


Berkshire manufacturers Mr. Ren- 
frew's name stands high amorfe them. 
His life has been pre-eminently use- 
ful, and its sudden close 
will be a 


source of sorrow to many far beyond 
the limits of the town of Adams. 


Mr. Renfrew was a friend! of nearly 


all the men In his line of busintess, but 
there was probably no one outside his 
family and immediate business asso- 
ciates whom he cared for, so much as 
the present governor of the state, W. 
Murray Crane of Dalton. They were 
the closest of friends and often enjoy- 
ed each other's hospitality. 


Mr. Renfrew atterided services at St. 


Paul's Unlversalist church 'of Adams. 
He was -a member of Berkshire lodge,

Renfrew of Adams, who is connected 
with the Renfrew manufacturing com- 
pany.

Fourscore years save three la tho 


age of Li. 
For five decades has he 


filled public office.v lie has gained vast 
wealth, he has reaped rich rewards, 
and honors have fallen thick on him 
both at home and abroad. 
He has 


made mistakes, 
he has committed 


crimes, but when all Is said and done 
he bas served China well. Although 
in his seventy-eighth year, LI Hung 
Chang carries his age bravely. He is 
almost six feet tall, and bis face is 
strongly molded and is marked by 
broad and deep lines. Resolution and 
Intelligence are its most distinctive 
traits. His mouth is shaded by a thin, 
drooping mustache, and a straggling 
"Imperial" covers the chin. 


Like so many of the brightest Intel- 


lects of the age, LI Hung Chang has a 
domestic nature. He is very fond of 
home life and takes the deepest Inter- 
est in tlie progress of his family. His 
wife is still alive. Sons and daughters 
have bf»»n born to them. The youn- 
gest son, Li .Ching Mai, fills the post 
of confidential secretary to his father. 
There are three unmarried daughters, 
who are rejTuted to be pretty. 


An old Chinese proverb runs, "With 


money you can move even the gods, 
without money you cannot move even 
a man." Li subscribes to the truth of 
this adage. 
He bas amassed richea 


steadily throughout his life and %is now 
asserted to be not merely the wealth- 
iest man in China, but the most multi- 
plied millionaire in the world. 


To the European eye Li makes little 


,Bhow of his money. "When in Peking, 
he lived in an old rambling Buddhist 
temple which he hired. 
The rooms 


were small and dirty, the walls most 
Incongruously decorated. Here were 
photographs of the monarchs of Eu- 
rope, there a cutting from an illustrat- 
ed paper depicting Li on a visit to a 
Belgian factory, beside it a scroll cov- 
ered with Chinese characters and bear- 
Ing th^e sign manual of tbe empress, re- 
lating In flowery prose the singular 
merits nnd peculiarly high endow- 
ments of LI, earl of the first rank and 
een lor grand secretary of state. 


The furniture was of the simplest 


kind. There was little of it. The place 
generally was dirty, no kind of 'show 
or state being kept up In the halls of 
this great plutocrat. Wisely so, for in 
China today it is no more politic to be 
ostentatiously rich than it was in Eng- 
land in the days of the Plantagenets. 
But though an opulent mandarin does 
not spend taels on tables and cabinets 
or on gems and gold or on pictures and 
wines he does indulge in silks of mar-1 
velous texture and very precious fura. 
Li's furs were anjorfg the finest in tbe i 
Yellow empire. Some of them found 
their way to tbe London market about 
two years ago, and The Spectator de- 
voted a long article to a description of 
their magnificence. An annual tribute 
01 furs from one of the northern prov- 
inces of China Is one of Li's chief 
sources of wealth. 


This powerful satrap is not only In 


the closest touch with all that goes on 
throughout the Chinese empire, but he 
keeps himself well posted in the cur- 
rent news of tho world. 
His career 


has not been an uncheckered one. 
Thrice he'' has been dismissed and re- 
tired into private life. He was blam- 
ed, perhaps justly blamed, for his coun- 
try's disastrous defeat by Japan. Then 
be went to Simonoseki to negotiate 
the terms of peace. 
While there he 


was attacked by a fanatical Jap, who 
discharged a revolver point blank in 
his face. The "bullet entered under the 
left eye and has neveF been extracted. 
Early in this year an attempt was 
made to poison LI, but it failed. 


Li Hung Chnng almost 
suffered 


death at the hands of General Gordon. 
The story is worth telling because it 
portrays an ingrained spirit of treach- 
ery which no doubt still lurks in his 
nature. When the head of the Taiping 
rebellion had been practically broken 
and the chiefs of the rebel army were 
making a final stgnd in the city of 
Soochow, General Gordon obtained Li 
Hung Chang's consent to pardon the 
leaders on condition that the city 
would surrender unconditionally. The 
terms were named, the city capltulat 
ed, but what was Gordon's astonish- 
ment to find on tho following morn- 
Ing that Li Hung Chang had Invited 
the leaders to hjs tent and while they 
were partaking of his hospitality had 
barbarously massacred them. 


Gordon's fury knew no bounds. Th« 


deceived general. It is said, followed 
Li Hung Chnng with a loaded ne 
volver along tho city walls, and the 
Chmt'Sp commaiiuor ebcap^u ueiiig ab<j. 
by taking shelter in the house of a 
friend. The subsequent friendship (2C 
years afterward) whicb subsisted be- 
tween the two has always been nr 
enigma to the friends of Gordon and 
can be accounted for only by Gor 
don's deep religiousness and his drglr< 
to forgive.^

HANDWRITING BY WIRE. 


A Two Wire Machine Said to 


Have Been Perfected. 


SKILLED OPEEATOE EEQUIEED, 


Recent Testa of a Telautograph In 


New York and Europe—IU Intend- 
ed U»e la Connection Witu tbe Tel- 
ephone—Coat ot the Netv Device. 
Recent reports from London have re- 


_Vi»'od interest In the telautograph, the 
•writing and picture telegraph intro- 
duced In the United States at the time 
of the World's fair In 1893 and after- 
ward In New York. It Is now announc- 
ed that "the telautograph Is at length 
to be put on tbe market as a practical 
machine," says the New York Post. It 
is said that actual tests made between 
London and Paris under tbe direction 
of the Engllsb and French postal au- 
thorities bave established the applica- 
bility' of the device to long circuits, 
while messages sent from one room to 
another have passed through colls over 
200 miles in length, being recorded 
with perfect accuracy at the receiving 
end in the handwriting of tbe sender. 
No skilled operator Is required, tbe 
transmitting pencil being moved by tbe 
writer of the message, which is simul- 
taneously reproduced In facsimile by 
the automatic pen on the receiving in- 
strument. There has now been perfect- 
ed tbe two wire machine upon wbicb 
Inventors bave long been at work. For 
tbe Instruments first exhibited four 
wires were required. The perfected in- 
strument, It is said, Is much simpler 
than tbe old one, Is more accurate and 
can be manufactured much cheaper. 


It Is asserted that while the efficiency 


of the telautograph for long distance 
service has been demonstrated by tests 
over an ordinary telegraph wire be- 
tween Chicago and Cleveland, a dis- 
tance of 431 miles, it Is not Intended to 
make such service a prominent feature 
of the instrument's use in the United 
States. In connection with the tele- 
phone it will be an adjunct to tbe tele- 
graph for local service and will effect 
a great saving of time. Now if a man 
wants to send a dispatch from a branch 
telegraph office in New York to JJoston 
It has to be sent first to the ma.in office 
in New York, be.again written out and 
then be retransmitted. At the other 
end, unless the receiver of the message 
happens to bave his address near the 
main offloe, the same process has to be 
repeated. With the telautograph at- 
tached to a telephone the writer of a 
message can send it directly from hia 
own office to the main office of a tele- 
graph company. 


It was said that by the device checks 


could be signed or signatures be veri- 
fied by duplicates hundreds of miles 
away, that bro'kers dealing by wire 
could give quotations and execute or- 
ders without danger of error or dis- 
pute, the correspondence being practi- 
cally in the handwriting of the sender; 
that sketches, plans and diagrams re- 
quiring dispatch could be transmitted 
in the act of preparing them and that 
police authorities would be aided by 
promptly receiving outline portraits of 
criminals who were "wanted." 


The general idea of devising an ap- 


paratus for writing at a distance in 
facsimile is not a new thing, and many 
attempts have been made to utilize it. 
More than half a century ago Alexan- 
der Bain of Edinburgh invented an ap- 
paratus by means of which written or 
printed characters formed in metal 
and set up at a receiving station were 
electrically reproduced in facsimile at 
a receiving station. In 1856 a notable 
writing or copying telegraph system 
was invented by the Abbe Caselli of 
Florence, and this was operated practi- 
cally between Paris and Marseilles, a 
distance of 5fiO miles. 
This line did 


not receive public patronage, however, 
and was disused. 
Various modifica- 


tions of Casclli's system, as the Deni- 
eon autotelegraph, were introduced 
from time to time, but no copying tele- 
graph except Caselli's was ever em- 
ployed in a way to attract much public 
attention. The telautoccraphic sj'stems 
are distinguished from the coyping tel- 
egraph systems by the fact that In the 
former the characters are transmitted 
and reproduced at the receiving station 
by electricity at the very time that the 
operator's pen rr pencil is form Big 
them nt the send ins station. The first 
telautographlc invention was made in 
England In 1874 by E. A. Cowper, who 
called It a writing telegraph. This was 
never in practical use.

PROTECYINGTCOLCEGE SEALS 


Wlilcky Mnn Hn« m. Supreme Court 


Decision In Hia Favor. 


The registration recently by a liquor 


dealer of the names and seals of thp 
prominent universities and colleges as 
trademarks tor his brands of whisky, 
says a Washington correspondent, was 
In accordance with a supreme court 
decision, and the only remedy for the 
colleges, it is declared, lies In tbo 
courts. 
Another liquor dealer, who 


bad become annoyed by the efforts of 
tbe Woman's Christian Temperance 
union to stop the Bale of liquor, adopt- 
ed the initials W. C. T. TJ. as a brand 
fDr whisky. To secure his right to nse 
these initials he applied to the patent 
office for the registration of his trade- 
mark, and the application was granted, 


members of the organization ap- 
for an Injunction to prevent their 


use as a trademark, and the case was 
fought all through the courts. The 
liquor dealer finally won. Commission- 
er of Patents Duell decided therefore 
that he must register the trademark 
In the case of the colleges and let them 
fight the matter out in the courts. 


Since then the names, seals or coatg 


of arms of these universities have been 
registered 
as 
trademarks: Brown, 


Princeton, 
Harvard, 
Pennsylvania, 


Lehigh, 
Cornel!, 
Johns 
Hopkins, 


Swarthmore, Columbia, Chicago, Yale, 
Oxford and Cambridge. 


Some surprise hns been expressed 


that no applications for registration of 
their corporate seals or other heraldic 
devices have ever been filed by the 
universities themselves, which would 
of course bar their registration by oth- 
ers. 
It was explained at the patent 


office that oue reason probably was 
that the lifetime of a trademark was 
only 14 years and it would scarcely be 
worth while to register it for so short a 
period.

CONFUCIUS' INFLUENCE. 


It Is Bettered to Be as Great as i 


Ever la China. 


, ADVICE TO THE MIB8IOB ABIES.

ThU Is a record of first hand 
observation wisely Interpreted by Dr. 
Herbert A. Giles, who for 18 years was 
a member of the British consular serv- 
ice in the Celestial empire and who IB 
now the. professor of Chinese ha the 
University of Cambridge, England. 


Nearly 40 years ago Dr. Legge wrote 


of Confucius as follows: "His influence 
has been wonderful, but it will hence- 
forth wane. My opinion is that the 
faith of the nation in him will speedily 
and extensively pass away." Dr. Giles 
says that, on the contrary, the hold of 
the teachings of Confucius upon his 
countrymen seems today as strong as 
ever. The fact is the more remarkable 
because little or nothing has been done 
by the emperors in the present century 
to promote the influence of Confucian- 
ism, whereas between 1662 and 1797 no 
effort to that end was spared. In 1670 
was put forth what is known as the sa- 
cred edict, embodying a number of in- 
junctions tending to "get rid of hetero- 
doxy and exalt the orthodox doctrine," 
and in 1675 was published a vast col- 
lection of commentaries upon the Con- 
fucian canon filling no less than 120 
large volumes. One of the enactments 
contained in the sacred edict was that 
it should be publicly read to the people 
on the 1st and 15th of each month at 
every important center of population 
all over the empire. For a considerable 
period during the first half of this cen- 
tury this practice has been allowed to 
fall very much into desuetude at Can- 
ton. About the year 1850, however, a 
number of educated Chinese, taking 
alarm at the open activity of Protes- 
tant missionaries, formed themselves 
into a society for reading and studying 
the sacred edict among themselves. 


After the close of the Talping rebel- 


lion Confucianism at once and com- 
pletely regained the ground which it 
seemed temporarily to have lost The 
production of Conf uclanlst books show- 
ed marked signs of increase. 
Clearly 


printed editions of the classics and 
kindred works were Issued from Wu- 
chang, the capital of Hupeh, at a price 
which placed them within reach of the 
masses. The story of the reform move- 
ment and of the virtual deposition of 
the emperor, Kwang-su, in September, 
1898, is familiar. Dr. Giles has no 
doubt that had Kwang-su remained in 
power Confucianism would have been 
forced to modify its Intolerant attitude 
toward foreign standards of thought 
and education. 
Upon the suspension, 


however, of Kwang-sn's active func- 
tions it was determined that the old 
examination system which bad pre- 
vailed almost unaltered for nearly six 
centuries, while its roots 
extended 


back beyond the Christian era, should 
be restored !n Its Integrity. The intro- 
duction of "new, depraved and erro- 
neous subjects," by which must be un- 
derstood modern scientific teaching, 
wan strictly prohibited under various 
pains and penalties. Thus the occupa- 
tion of the newly inaugurated Univer- 
sity of Peking was gone, and for the 
time being Confucianism was trium- 
phant 


Dr. Giles does not hesitate to express 


the opinion that any attempt to extir- 
pate Confucianism will fail. It is too 
deeply planted In the customs of the 
Chinese people to be uprooted. Conse- 
quently, although he holds that Con- 
fucianism should be obliged to evince 
toward Christianity, the tame tolerance 
which it shows to Buddhism and Tao- 
ism, he holds also that a reciprocal 
concession should be made and that 
Confucianism should be permitted to 
subsist side by side with Christianity, 
as stoicism was by the first Christian 
emperors of Rome and as positivism 
and agnosticism are in Christian Eu- 
rope today. 


The two practical features of Confu- 


cianism—to wit, ita patriarchal system 
and its commemorative worship of an- 
cestors—cannot be subvr 
; and it 


would therefore be wise 
- mult* the 


best of them. That was thu conviction 
arrived at by the learned Jesuits of 
the seventeenth century, who prnnr,i::u- 
ed the Chinese practice of nucchtral 
worship nothing more than a civil rite 
and in no way Incompatible with the 
profession of the Christian faith. Dr. 
Giles believes that bad this declaration 
been allowed to stand tbe probability 
is that the Catholic religion would now 
be the religion of China. Tbe Jesuits, 
however, were opposed by the ignorant 
Dominicans, and, tha question being 
referred to tbe pope, it was decided in 
favor of tbe latter. Thus a great op- 
portunity Tras tnissofl. The Importsncc 
attached to the cult of ancestor! at the 
present day may be ganged by an im- 
perial edict issued on Feb. IB, 1000, in 
which Li Bung Chang was Instructed 
to desecrate and destroy the tombs of 
the forefathers ot the fugitive reform- 
er Kang Yu Wei. We should here note 
that the tolerance extended by Confu- 
cianism to Buddhism and Taoism !• 
due to the fact that on every Buddhist 
and Taoist altar stands a small tablet 
recording political allegiance to the 
emperor. 
Confucianism asks for no 


more. It will not permit any effigy or 
likeness of Confucius to be set up in 
any such place of worship. Christian 
missionaries have not seen their way 
to the same compromise. Nevertheless 
more than one FMyfesUfit rnWilonmry 
has acknowledged that "there Is In 
Confucianism much that Is excellent 
concerning the relations of man and 
rnnny points in which tho doctrine* of

oed." The view indited prevails much 
more widely now than It did a few 
years ago that tbe sooner missionaries 
devote themselves to a close study of 
Confucian doctrines the better. 


It Is the fashion to deride the Chi- 


nese curriculum, and Dr. Giles does not 
deny {hat the introduction of scieoc* 
would be advantageous In many ways, 
At tbe same time be acknowledges that 
the Chine** classics have had precisely 
the effect attributed by Professor Jebb 
In bis lecture on "Humanism In Edu- 
cation" to the classics of Greece and 
Rome; that is to say, "the culture 
which they supply, while limited In the 
sphere of Its operation, has been an 
efficient and vital influence not only in 
forming men of letters and learning, 
but in training men who afterward 
gained distinction in active life and in 
various public careers." There have 
been many admirable specimens of > 
Confuclanists during the present ceu- j 
tury— men who not only have been suc- 
cessful as administrators, but have 
gained a lasting name for probity, 
courage and frugality. 
One of the 


most eminent living examples of the 
ethical value of Confucianism is Chang 
Chlb Tung, viceroy of Hup»h and Hu- 
nan, who, in spite of the high posts he 
has filled and is now filling, la a poor 
man and is universally known to be in- 
corruptible. As for the patriarchal sys- 
tem, It has many advantages. It en- 
courages morality and thrift, knits 
close the family ties and in days of 
failure and distress provides a support 
for individuals by means of a common 
fund. 


On the whole, Dr. Giles seems- to 


think that the time has come for giving 
up frontal attacks upon Confucianism. 
There is, he says, really •veryfclittle to 
attack apart from the dogma that man 
is born good and that his lapse Into 
evil is wholly due to his environment, 
a dogma which Dr. Weismann would 
accept, and, apart from the worship of 
ancestors, which, as being mainly com- 
memorative, the Jesuits of the seven- 
teenth century were, as we have seen, 
disposed to tolerate. The cardinal vir- 
tues which are most admired by Chris- 
tiana are strongly Inculcated in the 
Confucian canon, and, according to Dr. 
Giles, the general practice of these is 
certainly up to the average standard 
exhibited by foreign nations. When 
the first Chinese embassador to Eng- 
land was departing homeward, he said 
plainly that while In material civiliza- 
tion England was far ahead of China, 
their national morality was nothing 
less than shocking.

Telephoning f»U 


mnltaneouvly Over One Line.

ing to the department at Washington, j 
says: 


"An article ID the Eloktrotechntschc 


Zoitschrift discusses ttie progress made 
in tbe use of single lines for telegraph- 
ing and telephoning simultaneously. 
After describing the Rysselberghe sys- 
tem of attaining this end and fully ex- 
plaining the important part played by 
condensers, the writer descrines the 
modification of tbe system recently in- 
troduced by tbe Telephone Works, lim- 
ited, of Hanover, which. It seems, has 
already been adapted to a number of 
large Installations, including the Ber- 
lin flre brigade service- 


"There are 16 brigade stations in 


Berlin, each of which is served by a 
special network of flre alarms. From 
these stations underground wires ra- 
diate In all directions, each wire being 
connected with a great number of 
alarm pillars. Tbe alarms are arrang- 
ed for automatic working, and to each 
is fitted a key for telegraphing to the 
station. As it is, however, a very great 
advantage to be able to maintain dur- 
ing the progress of the flre, a good con- 
nection between the alarm pillar near- 
est the flre and the brigade station, ex- 
haustive trials have been made with a 
specially adapted telephone construct- 
ed by the above mentioned firm, which 
have resulted in the general introduc- 
tion of the same. To the Morse appa- 
ratus at the station a stand is attached, 
from which a micro telephone, fitted 
with a battery switch and a second re- 
ceiver. Is suspended. The remaining 
apparatus is inclosed in a flat box and 
placed under the table. This box con- 
tains an induction coil, a condenser, 
and a circuit key. As it would be ex- 
pensive to equip each of the flre 
alarm posts with telephone apparatus, 
a portable set is used, which may be 
attached to the posts by means of a 
plug and socket provided for the pur- 
pose. Such a portable set is carried by 
each of the brigade carts, there being 
some 80 now in use. The brigades' 
cycles are also equipped with sets 
which are very compact in design. Ex- 
perience with tbe system has shown 
that the switching in of the telephone 
apparatus in no way influences the 
telegraph service. 
During 
simulta- 


neous telegraphing and telephoning a 
slight knocking is perceptible in the 
telephone, which, however, does not 
destroy the audibility."

The Goal Market Locally 


The coal market in this city is in 


even more of a contracted condition 
than last reported, and the local dealers 
are serving out coal to their customers 
in. a very sparing manner. 
Some of 


the dealers have for the past week re- 
fused to book orders with any assur- 
ance 'of a delivery at present, and are 
simply supplying the needs of their 
regular customers in small quantities-. 
So far as can be learned the price has 
not been advanced, although the sup- 
ply is very short, and must soon be ex- 
hausted unless more is received short- 
ly. As one 'of the dealers expressed it 
yesterday: 


"If w« booked all the orders coming 


in to us every dealer in the city would 
be cleaned out of coal in short order, 
and for that reason we are serving- our 
reg-ular customers with small quanti- 
ties to keep them going- in the hopes 
that the matter in the coal regions will 
soon be adjusted, and -we can get our 
usual supply. Of course, the people are 
reading the accounts 'of the coal strike 
in the papers, and fearing- that the 
prices will be materially increased, are 
rushing- in their orders which under 
usual conditions would not be given 
until later in the season. It is impos- 
sible for us to say whether or not this 
strike will effect the prices, 'or whether 
our supply will be exhausted before 
they begin to move coal again, but one 
thing is certain that it has served to 
clean up all the coal in sight, and the 
wholesale"dealers are doing- their best 
to supply all their dealers as far as the 
coal goes." 


Great Barrington Fair 


The second day of the H'ousatonic 


agricultural fair at Great Barrington 
yesterday is said by many to have bsen 
the largest day in the his-tory of the 
society, and the crowd was averaged 
between 207 
flOO and 25,000 people. 
The 


day was warm and pleasanlt. At noon 
the eating pavilions were unable to ac- 
commodate the throngs of people. The 
trains were cfowded with passengers, 
and the north-bound excursion did not 
arrive until 11, which brought Co 
Hartford city guard, •« ith Colt's band. 
Upon their arrival they r.ij:ched to the 
UrJited Workmen's rooms, where dinner 
was served them, after which they 
gave a short parade 
on Main street 


before marching to the fair 
grounds.
